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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 - 2 and 4 - 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent No. 5,579,383 (Bales et al.). 

With respect to claims 1 -2,6-11 note Abstract, Col. 1 , lines 46 - 67, note the 
examples between Col. 2, line 49 - Col. 5, line 25. Note Col. 6, lines 20 - 57 and Figs 2 
- 3 and 6. 

With respect to claims 4 - 5, note Col. 3, line 53. 

Wth respect to claims 12-13, such limitations appear to be inherent in Bales et 
al. in that a "time zone" could be incorporated in the call coverage options or in e-mails. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3 and 12 - 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bales et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,104,924 (Shirai). 
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With respect to claim 3, Bales does not explicitly recite, "short message service" 
(SMS). However, note that Shirai teaches such at Col. 2, lines 51 - 56. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have incorporated such SMS as taught 
by Shirai into the Bales et al., as such one could better serve mobile customers. 

With respect to the "time zone" limitations, note that one could give time zones in 
the messages in Bales et al. In addition, note the scheduling aspects of Shirai.
